^ bitterness is not restricted to the present, nor to New Orleans end 
the ACLU thore. Ae you now know, rnd os I then tried to tell you, the first 
defamation of me, in New Orleans, the first well-publicized int er feronce with my 
work with unjuet reflections on my character and integrity was yours. That was 
not the first abdication by the A.CLU in this ctse. It began in Dallas, here their 
failures can fairly sold to be the cau® of all the ensuing tragedies. ..hen I 
hod cublishing problems in New York, I m3 eent, to one of your publishing oiainences, 
who promised to help in a number of way s and thereafter would not answer the phene 
or return s coil, .md now you ait by, oil of you, content with the currently safe 
issues, and find a variety of comforting evasions and foil to assume the most 
elemental responsibilities of manhood end citizenship while fascism lurches on.

blighted part of this blighted land, and is a thorough end so far as 1 know the 
first expose of the so-called Netionel States Rights Party. ~lun you reed it, 33 , 
perhaps, eventually you might, you will understand ttet in writing it when there is 
so much other work I could do I am subjecting myself and my wife to an additional, 
a cleer physical hazard, over end obova those with which we have for uo long lived.
